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Andover Minds And Hopes Take A Major Step Toward The Moon 


(Special To The Townsman) 


America’s dramatic race to the 
moon will take another major step 
forward next week when Apollo 7, 
with a three man crew, roars 
into space from Cape Kennedy, 

Heading toward the heavens with 
Walter M, Schirra, Jr., comman= 
der; Walter Cunningham and Donn 
Eisele, will be seven men from 
Andover and North Andover, whose 
job it has been to insure their 
safe return after an 11 day flight. 

The group from Andover, whose 
thoughts will be riding with the 
silver capsule, are employed by 
Aveo Space Systems division in 
Lowell who have developed 
the heat shield which will protect 
the men from the severe heat which 
will surround the space vehicle 
when it comes back to earth, 

Apollo 7 = a 10-day mission 
that will see its three-man crew 
orbit the Earth once every 90 
minutes, Apollo 7 -_ the first 
manned flight of the Apollo moon= 
ship, Apollo 7 - another step in 
this country’s race for the Moon, 

And while the whole world will 
be watching the launch ~ sometime 
around October 11 - none will be 
watching with more interest than 
these local men, 

For Ralph Bentley, Hubert 
Burke, George Bubar, Harold Az- 
noian, Jeremiah Davey, Zenon So» 
boll and Alan Wilson, the success= 
ful completion of the Apollo 7 
mission will be the reward they 
have been working toward for many 
years, 

All seven are employed by Avco 
Space Systems in Lowell, The heat 
shielf on the Apollo Command Mod= 
ule was developed by Avco, and 
all seven are active participants 
in the Apollo program, 

The success of the completion 
of the upcoming manned flight - 
the first in the Apollo program = 


will depend upon the heat shield, 
Reentry heats on Apollo 7 
will reach approximately 3,500 
degrees farenheit when the Com= 
mand Module reenters the Earth’s 
atmosphere at a speed of 17,500 
mph, 

The ablative material which con= 
stitutes the outside surface of the 
heat shielf - a phenolic epoxy 
resin, or type of reinforced plas= 
tic - was the result of three years 
work by Avco to produce, first a 
material able to cope with the 
unique environments of a lunar 
mission, taking into account 
stringent weight restrictions; and, 
second, to develop fabrication 
techniques for applying the materi- 
al in varying thicknessess across 
the stainless steel structure of 
the space capsule, The thickness 
of the finished ablative material 
averages only two inches, 

During reentry the heat shield 
will be exposed to an increasing= 
ly severe flow and will undergo 
a rise in temperature similar to 
any burning cycle: charring, fol= 
lowed by combustion or melting, 
The difference - and the job of the 
ablative material.- is controlling 
the rate of absorption, 

The ablative shield absorbs the 
heat in rapid sequence by, in ef= 
fect, forcing these stages of burn= 
ing or melting to occur pre= 
maturely at the same time, the 
time-span of each is greatly re= 
duced, In this way, the heat bom- 
barding the heat shield is blocked 
from traveling back as far as the 
metal surface of the spacecraft, 
This eliminates the fourth and final 
stage of an uncontrolled burning 
cycle: total destruction, And while 
all this takes place outside the cap= 
sule, the crew inside will ex= 
perience little or no change in

Swimming Program Outlined 


Details of the public school 
swimming instructional program 
at the Phillips Academy pool for 
fourth-graders, who do not know

Raytheon Continues As 
Town’s Top Taxpayer 


Raytheon Manufacturing Co, is 
once again Andover’s top tax= 
payer, according to a list compiled 
by Assessor William H, Russell 
of the town’s ten best municipal 
contributors, 


Raytheon, with real estate as- 
sessed at $5,208,700, had a 1968 
tax bill of $161,469.70, 

Russell informed town manager 
Richard J. Bowen that the total 
real estate tax for 1968 com= 
mitted to the tax collector totalled 
$5,066,122.30, based on a total 
assessed value of $163,423,300. 


Industrial assessment was 
$9,828,000 and commercial 
assessment was $20,070,000, leav= 
ing a balance of $133,525,300 for 
residential and vacant land,: 

On a percentage basis the in=- 
dustrial contribution to the town’s 
tax base is six per cent, com=- 
merical 12 per cent of the total 
valuation of the community. 

The Massachusetts Electric Co., 
was the second highest tax payer, 
contributing $95,424.20, most of 
this coming in personal property 
assessed at $2,995,000 for which 
its tax bill was $92,845, Real 
estate for the utility was assessed 
at $83,200 and the tax was 
$2,579.20. 

The Lawrence Gas Co.,, fifth 
highest taxpayer was also assessed 
primarily on personal property, 
having $1,343,600 worth of lineage 
and paying a tax of $41,651.60.

$2,244,800, taxed, $69,588.80:

Attendance at the town meeting Monday night is manda- 
tory for every eligible voter in Andover. 

The special town meeting in July dealing with the 
Raytheon decision brought out the largest number of citi- 
zens in the history of the town. 

It would be a magnificent display of attention to 
municipal matters, if the turnout could be duplicated on 
Monday, but unfortunately it probably will not. 

Principle item Monday night will be the addition to the 
West school, It is necessary in order to relieve over- 
crowded educational facilities in the community. 

The cost is in excess of $2,000,000 — an item that will 
be with us in our municipal! economics for the next 20 
years. 

Some may feel that this is an automatic expenditure — 
that no one dares toy with education or facilities to 
provide proper learning for our children. 

The subject should be, however, far from automatic 
passage and open to debate by the taxpayers of the com- 
munity. One might assume that such an expenditure should 
not be taken lightly, even though there is a need. 

The town has been somewhat lax in facing up to its 
educational needs, seemingly behind time on providing 
additional educational facilities when they are needed. 
Possibly the school department and town department 
heads’ calendars do not always jibe. 

A vote on Monday night either for or against the West 
school addition, should be promulgated on the theory that 
there is a need and that this is the best and most econo- 
mical solution to an educational problem. 

There are other items in the warrant which also need 
the attention of the voters. 

This is the first of what is now according to town by- 
laws the second town meeting of the year. 

A good attendance will insure its continued success.
